Campus  Production 
“Yellow  Jack” 
Pleases  Audience 


Tense,  gripping  drama  punctuat- 
ed by  rollicking  humor  last  night 
on  College  Hall  hall  stage  unfold- 
ed the  intriguing  story  of  the  yel- 
low fever  fight.  “Yellow  Jack”,  col 
orful  Broadway  play  by  Sidney 
Howard  and  Paul  de  Kruif,  was 
the  presentation  which  scored  aii' 
other  hit  for  the  drama  department. 
Directed  jointly  by  Dr.  T.  Earl  and 
, Mrs.  Kathryn  Pardoe,  the  produc- 
tion featured  expert  lighting  and  an 
unusually  large  cast  of  characters. 

Set  in  tropical  surroundings 
“Yellow  Jack”  is  a historical  play 
poignantly  relating  the  combat  of 
medical  science  against  the  once 
deadly  yellow  fever.  New  in  style 
of  narration,  the  story  is  told  from 
present  day  developments  back  to 
its  beginning,  instead  of  in  the  us- 
ual sequence  of  time.  This  fact  may 
have  been  responsible  for  attention, 
but  it  also  added  to  the  difficulty 
of  interpretation  of  science. 
Suspense  Packed 
It  is  essentially  the  true  account 
of  historical  incidents  in  the  lives  of 
four  American  soldiers  who  of- 
fered their  lives  for  the  advance- 
ment "bf  medical  science  and  the 
benefit  of  the  human  race.  The 
evolution  of  knowledge  about  the 
dreaded  fever  is  indelibly  portrayed 
in  the  suspense-packed  story,  and 
despite  careless  soldier  language,  it 
teaches  ideals. 

Lighting  Well  Planned 
Obstacles  were  met  in  the  Col- 
lege hall  presentation  of  the  play, 
as  Dr.  Pardoe  and  his  staff  solved 
the  difficult  problem  of  inadequate 
stage  equipment  by  continuous  ac- 
tion without  the  drawing  of  cur- 
tain. Scenery  was  hard  to  handle, 
but  lighting  was  well  planned 
throughout  the  unusual  situation. 
Scenes  were  changed  in  total  black- 
out of  the  stage  to  indicate  the  pas- 
sage of  time  or  change  of  locale. 
Terry  Steals  Show 

In  prominent  roles,  and  playing 
outstanding  characterizations  were 
Jack  Davies  as  .Stackpoole;  Gwen 
Colton  as  nurse  Blake;  Sam  Flake 
as  Major  Gorgas;  Joe  Strickland  as 
assistant  surgeon  Ames.  But  un- 
doubtedly stealing  the  show  with 
heavy  roles  were  Lafe  Terry  as  the 
indomitable  Major  Reed;  Clifton 
dinger  as  the  Cuban  Agramonte; 
and  Deloy  McMullin  as  Doctor 
Finlay.  Twain  Tippetts  received 
spontaneous  ovation  from  the  ca- 
pacity audience  as  he  went  from 
light  humorous  lines  to  the  drama 
packed  lines  of  flie  martye  Dr.  Laz- 
ear.  Twice  he  and  Bob  Johnson  as 
Dr.  Carroll  were  saluted  with  ap- 
plause for  scenes  well  done. 

Humor  Consistent 
Providing  laughs  to  lighten  the 
tenor  of  the  production  were  Mel- 
colm  Booth  as  a fairly  consistent 
Irishman,  O’Hara;  Bill  Pardoe  as 
the  likeable  and  consistent  South- 
ener,  McClelland;  Lorraine  Adams 
with  the  difficult  Brinkerhoff  role;

Recent 
events,  however,  have  made  me 
wonder  whether  someone  should 
not  call  to  the  attention  of  a small 
group  of  students  on  our  campus 
the  great  amount  of  entertainment 
and  education  they  receive  on  their 
Student  Activity  Cards. 

At  five  minutes  to  eight  the  night 
of  the  B.  Y.  U.  vs.  U.  S.  A.  C. 
game  two  students  were  heard 'to 
grumble  loudly  because  they  could 
not  obtain  a ticket.  The  “rush”  sec- 
tion was  taken,  and  wiser  students 
had  bought  their  reserved  tickets 
earlier  in  the  week,  “What  good  is 
our  Activity  Card?”  “We  can’t 
get  in  to  anything  on  it.”  “Why  buy 
one?”  These  comments  were  heard 
from  two  students. 

May  I suggest  to  any  student 
whom  these  two  might  possibly 
•represent,  that  for  the  five  dollars 
per  quarter  you  pay,  you  receive 
free  admission  to  football  games 
for  which  the  public  pays  one  dol- 
lar; you  receive  free  admission  to 
basket  ball  games,  if  you  have  the 
stamina  and  desire  to  take  advant- 
age of  the  “rush”  section,  (and  it 
really  is  lots  of  fun;  I’ve  tried  it 
many  times  during  my  student 
days).  In  case  the  rush  section  does 
not  appeal  to  you,  you  have  the 
north  side  and  east  end  reserved 
for  you  at  forty  and  twenty-five 
cents  whereas  the  public  pays  one 
dollar  for  those  same  seats;  and  you 
are  admitted  to  all  other  athletic 
events  free  of  charge. 

But  that  is  only  a beginning.  Our 
Lyceum  course  is  without  doubt 
the  richest  and  finest  offering  in 
the  United  States.  People  in  the 
east  are  dumbfounded  when  they 
hear  that  our  students  hear  free  of 
charge  such  great  artlsfs  as  Lotte 
Lehmann,  Helen  Jeppson,  and  the 
many  others  who  appear  before  us 
each  year. 

The  list  of  benefits  could  be  en- 
larged to  include  the  school  plays, 
the  “Y”  News,  and  many  other 
features  which  we  all  enjoy  and 
which  must  be  paid  for.  If  these 
people  feel  that  they  do  not  get 
enough  for  their  money,  let  them 
look  about  a bit  and  they’ll  find 
that  not  only  do  they  receive  more 
per  dollar  than  do  students  on  other 
campuses,  but  that  they  receive 
more  than  they  could  hope  to  obtain 
in  any  other  manner. 

Perhaps  one  suggestion  for  those 
complainers-at-the-gate  at  basket- 
ball games  would  be,  don’t  wait  un- 
til five  minutes  to  eight  to  get  a 
ticket;  there  probably  won’t  be  any 
left.

Brigham  Young  university’s 
Cougars  travelled  to  the  eastern

a lively  interest  in  other  people 
are  her  outstanding  social  graces; 
though  if  the  truth  were  told,  she 
does  not  care  for  society  in  its^ 
more  formal  aspects.  She  is  at  her 
best  in  the  cosy  circle  of  friends 
gathered  around  the  coffee  table 
for  a nice  Viennese  “klatsch”. 

Swimming  and  horse-back  riding 
are  her  favorite  out-of-door  divers- 
ions. Swimming,  especially,  Mme. 
Lehmann  considers  the  ideal  all- 
around  exercise.  It  is  not  only  a 
life-promoter  but  a life-saver,”  she 
says.  “It’s  a splendid  antidote  for 
that  early-morning  depression.  The 
blood  courses  more  quickly  through 
the  veins,  one  comes  out  of  the  wat- 
er walking  on  air.  I can  appreciate 
Browning’s  line,  ‘Morning’s  at  sev- 
en, all’s  right  with  the  world.’

I foremost  singing  actresses  of  our 
time.  For  with  her,  the  dramatic 
temperament  is  worthy  of  her
